BERKELEY, March 21.—With the 
flat declaration that the present Juve- 
nile Court and probation systems are 
responsible for more crime than 
courts can take care of, Judge 
Willis Brown, national chairman of 
the Committee of Parental and Edu- 
cational Proceedings, head of the 
Boys’ City in Michigan and author of 
bills before Congress to establish 
Federal parental courts throughout 
the nation, is in Berkeley today, after 
conferences with leading attorneys 
and juvenile workers on the Coast 

A worker with and for boys, Judge 
Brown ‘says he would root out the 
Lindsay type of juvenile court as the 
direct agent for a startling increase 
in youthful crimes. 

“In cities with the oldest juvenile 
courts,” said Judge Brown at a talk 
given before university professors, 
probation officers and others inter- 
ested in juvenile or rescue work, at a 
local theater last evening, “the crimes 
of:youths have increased in the great- 
est proportion. Whilé in San Fran- 
disco 10 per cent. of the crimes are 
committ by boys under 18 years, 
in Denver the percentage is twenty- 
five. The fault lies with the senti- 
mentality which has dignified miede- 
meanors in the eyes of the youth, Who 
becomes proud to call Judge Blank 
his judge and who is immune while 
on probation.

‘PHONE RATES REDUCED. 


Long Distance Tolls Are Cut Half 
a Million Dollars a Year in the 
State of California. 

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 21.— 
“ew long distance telephone rates, 
bas: d on the State Railroad Commis- 
sioh’s downward revision, went’ Info 
effect today all over the State. The 
general reduction is 21 per cent. and 
the talking unit of time ts changed 
from one to two minutes. The total 
saving to the telephone users an- 
nually is estimated by the commis- 
sion at $626,000. The change in the 
time minimum is held to be a benefit 
to the talking public as the commis- 
sion found from exhaustive data that 
the average length of a long-distance 
conversation is 1.89 minutes. The 
basis of charges is “-cent for each 
alr line mile for two minutes, with 
a 60 per cent. increase for each ad- 
ditional minute or fraction. The 
State ia divided into zones for fixing 
the rates, the first zone being within 
a distance of fourteen miles, and the 
zones being measured regularly every 
seven miles thereafter up to 800 miles, 
when the width of the zones is 
widened to thirty-five miles. 

Formerly 15 per cent. of the busl- 
ness of exchanges was credited 
to local s, and the rest to long 
distance.4

DISSOLUTION 
OF NEW HAVEN. 


Agreement Announced Which 


Will Divide Interests. 


Stock to Be Placed With 
__ Group of Trustees. 


System to Be Separated Into 
Its Component Parts. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—After 
several weeks of negotiations, the De- 
partment of Justice and the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford Railroad to- 
night announced that they had 
reached an agreement for a dissolu- 
tion of the New Haven. 

THE ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The announcement was made in the WwW. H 


following terms: 

“The Attorney-General has in- 
dicated to the representatives of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad the arrangement which he 
thinks would result in bringing the 
affairs of that company into harmony 
with the law. The representatives of 
the railroad are willing to accept the 
requirements indicated and to en- 
deavor to put them into effect without 
delay if approved by the stockholders 


ing Company is a Massachusetts cor- 
poration, holding a majority of the 
stock in the Boston and Maine Railroad 
and 90 per cent. of the former stock, 
in turn, is owned by the New Haven 
Railroad. The charter of the holding 
company prohibits from disposing of 
the Boston and Maine stock. The Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts will be asked 
to remove this prohibition, and if 
this is done, the stock of the holding 
company will be transferred at once 
to five trustees and after arrange- 
ments have been made to protect the 
minority stock of the holding com- 
pany, they shall sell the Boston and 
Maine stock, prior to January 1, 1917. 

“(2.) The stocks of the companies 
which control the Connecticut and 
Rhode Island trolleys will be placed 
in the hands of trustees—five for 
each State—and shall be sold within 
five years from July 1, 1914. 

“(3.) The majority stock of the 
Merchants’ and Miners’ Transportation 
Company, now hel@ by the New 
Haven Rallroad will be placed in the 
hands of three trustees and shall be 
— within three years from July 1, 

“(4.) The minority stock In the 
Eastern Steamship Corporation held 
by the New Haven Railroad shall be 
sold within three years from July 1, 
1914, and in the meantime shall be 
deprived of voting power. 

“(6.) ‘Whether the New Haven 
road shall be permitted to retain the 
south lines will be submitted to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for 
determination under the previsions of 
the Panama Canal act. . 

“(6.) The Berkshire trolleys shall 
be sold within five years from July 
1. 1914, 

“(7.) A decree embodying the 
faregoing shall be entered in the 
United States District Court for the 
southern district of New York. The 
decree shali further provide that up- 
on application of the New Haven 
Railroad for the trustees and for 
good cause shown the time within 
any of the above-mentioned stocks 
shall be sold may be extended by the 
court. 

“Trustees satisfactory to all parties 
have been suggested. Those proposed 
in connection with the Boston and 
Maine stock have signified their will- 
ingness to serve and their names are 
Marcus P. Knowlton and James lL 
Doherty of Springfield, Mase.; James 
L. Richards and Charles P. Hall of 
Boston and Frank P. Carpenter of 
Manchester, N. H. Names of the 
others will not be made public un- 
til acceptance by them is fully as- 
su 


“The essential reason for placing 
the property in the hands of trust- 
ees is to secure their immediate in- 
dependent managements. 

“The outlines of the proposed de- 
cree and trust agreements have been 
discussed and are understood. Their 
verbiage remains to be worked out, 
but no difficulty is anticipated in that 
respect. 

“This statement has the approval 
of both the Attorney-General and the 
representatives of the railnoad” 

ELLIOTT’S STATEMENT. 

Chairman Elliott said: 

“In the Judgment of the directors 
the general business and financial 
conditions in New England, and par- 
ticularly those affecting the trans- 
portation lines, were such that it 
seemed wiser to make a settlement, if 
possible, rather than face a general 
dissolution suit, with all of its ramifi- 
cations and uncertainties. 

“New England needs peace and a 
chance for constructive work. If that 
condition could be obtained by an 
amicable adjustment, under which 
ample time was allowed for the pro- 
tection of the company's property, the 
directors felt that such adjustment 
would be helpful to New England 
and to the stockholders of the com- 


pany. 

“The directore feel that the time al- 
lowed, with the right in the court to 
exterd it upon application of the 
company, or of the liquidators, gives 
an opportunity for disposing of the 
various properties to the best advan- 
tage possible, and with the least dis- 
turbance to general business condi- 
tions. 

“The department waa_told of the 
great importance of ample time and 
of good trustees, and met thie view 
as to these two important points. 

“The financial conditions confront- 
ing the company are most difficult. 
but it is hoped that this adjustment 
with the government increases the 
probability of handling the matter 
successfully, and this very vital ques- 
tion will be taken in hand by the dl- 
rectors at once. 

“The directore have felt that the 
disposition of these properties was a 
transaction of such importance that 


the stockholders must pass upon it,|'

“A meeting will be called tin the 
very near future for that purpose 
Prior to that meeting a statement 
will be submitted to each stockholder 
outlining the g¢ituation.

PORT OF SPAIN (Trinidad)

The general reductions amount to 
about 10 per cent., and will be a sav- 
ing of about $1,000,000 a year to tele- 
phone users in the State.

“The new rates are regulated ac- 
cording to air line distances between 
the talking points,” an official of the 
company said yesterday.

For instance, to 
reach Pasadena, % was not possible 
for us to build a line over the hills, 
the shortest distance between the two 
cities, but we had to follow the streets 
and rights of way in a round-about 
route.

To accom- 
plish this result it was necessary for 
us to send out a great amount of 
printed matter. We were engaged 
on the preliminary work for several) 
months.” 

Just to what extent the new esched- 
ule will effect the volume of business 
is problematical. Some of the State 
officials have advanced the theory that 
the lower rates would encourage an 
increased use of the telephone and 
consequently result in greater profits 
for the company. The officials of the 
telephone company say that they 
hope this theory is correct,, but de-

Hits the Mark. 


TOASTS HIRAM 
AND HIS GANG. 


Hi-tazx-Eating Commissions 
Unmasked as Fakes. 


Late Senator White’s Brother 
Talks to Democrats. 


Candidate for Governor Is 
Given Qwation. 


Gov. Hiram Johnson and his 300- 
odd Hi-tax-eating commissions, the 
base of his powerful political ma- 
chine, and his extravagant administra- 
tion were toasted to a nicety last 
night by Edward White of Watson- 
ville, one of the Democratic candi- 
dates for Governor, at the Walker 
Theater. The meeting was held un- 
der the auspices of the Woodrow Wil- 
son Club of Los Angeles, and was 
largely attended. Real unterrified en- 
thusiasm prevailed. 

White is the brother of the late 
United States Senator Stephen MM. 
White. He very much resembles the 
distinguished Senator, and has many 
of his late brother's oratorical char- 
acteristics. 

He spoke for over an hour, during 
which time he unmasked the fake re- 
formers and exposed many of the 
worse-than-Tammany workings of the 
Johnson-Wallace-Earle-Eddie ring. He 
did not mince words, but whacked 
Johnson straight from the shoulder 
with hard,. cold facts, which he defied 
the tricky Sacramento ‘spellbinder to 
disprove. 

He denounced the freak and ri- 
diculous laws passed by the so-called 
Progressives and showed how the 
noxious Earl-Eddie statutes are in 
practice working directly against the 
people. He said it was high time 
for the sane and level-headed people 
of California to see to it that honest 
and sound men are elected to frame 
the laws under which we live. 


COSTLY COMMISSIONS. 


He declared that useless and incom- 
petent commissions created under the 
Jonhnsonian reign are costing the tax- 
payers thousands of dollars weekly 
and that immediate reform in the 
management of the State's affairs is 
necessary. 

“If the citizens of California are 
wise, and I think they are,” he said, 
“they will send representatives to Sac- 
ramento next year instructed to re- 
peal many of Johnson's commission- 
building laws and other freak statutes 
that affect the welfare of the people.

“They are the men who are doing 
most to develop this great State, and 
it is a notorious fact that their rights 
and needs have not been considered 
by the Johnson administration. 

“The State highways being built are 
too narrow and of flimsy character. 
They will be worn out before our 
children cease paying interest on the 
bonde issued for their construction. 
If elected Governor, I promise you 
that I will not go back to New York 
to pick out an engineering expert to 
tell us how to build our roads and 
conduct our affairs. Mr. Johnson has 
fone this. The so-called Progressives 
are strong for these alleged experts. 
What's the matter with our Califor- 
nia boys and giris? Why not give 
them some of these nice jobs? Why 
do we pay millions of dollars annually 
for our State schools and universi- 
ties? I &Am strong for California 
products, even when it comes to giv- 
ing out positions.

White then showed how the “Pro- 
greasives’” had stolen bodily nearly a 
dozen planks from the Democratic 
State platform of 1906, framed by 
White, Joseph H. Call and the late 
Judge D. K. Trask. The true ‘Progres- 
sive’ claims everything in sight,” he 
said. “That's about the best thing he 


does.”

months later have produced more 
than 30,000 carloads of the finest frult 
ever grown anywhere, a crop that 
will probably bring to the growers 
nearly $35,000,000. 

The orange growers and all the 
many people, whose fortunes are af- 
fected directly and indirectly by the 
great industry felt like celebrating 
and they did it with a will. 
abundance of the crop, carloads of 
fruit were given away in the streets 
of Los Angeles. It would be impos- 
sible to estimate the number of 
oranges sent as gifts to men and 
women of the East by their Southern 
California friends as an Orange Day 
token. 

Stores were gaily decorated with 
orange and green and _ crates of 
oranges were stacked in profusion in 
the show windows. Last night the 
downtown streets were a litter of 
orange peel and wrappers, while 
thousands of people held high carni- 
val at the Shrine Auditorium, ate 
more oranges and drank orangeade. 

At 7 o'clock last night a great 
parade of orange-laden trucks left 
Twelfth and Hill streets and pro- 
ceeded through the business streets. 
Under the leadership of Marshal H. 
D. Ryus the cavalcade swung over to 
Main street, thence to First, to 
Broadway, to Ninth, to Figueroa and 
to the Shrine Auditorium. 

The Long Beach, Moose and Ex- 
aminer bands preceded the trucks, of 
which there were twenty-six. Twenty 
of the latter were provided by the 
Motor Truck and Terminal Company. 
The others were from produce deal- 
ers, Klein-Simpson Fruit Company, B. 
Rosilli, Bellitti Fruit Company, Pluc- 
cia Fruit Company, Pitino Fruit Com- 
pany and Capasso Fruit Company. 

Aerial bombs and “fireworks at 
Twelfth and Hill streets were sent up 
just before the start. As the gay 
cavalcade passed through the streets, 
girls in orange dresses and boys in 
uniform from the Page Military 
School kept a continual shower of 
oranges raining upon the passersby 
from the stacks of boxes in the 
trucks. 

The parade gathered recruits as it 
went along. When it reached the 
Shrine Auditorium at 8 o'clock it 
brought enough people, added to the 
hundreds already assembled there, to 
fill the big hall to its capacity. 

There the revel was at its height 
and tribute to King Orange found 
many pretty and appropriate expres- 
sions. The Pacific Electric band 
opened the entertainment with patri- 
otic selections, after which came the 
chorus of 100 voices, under the di- 
rection of Thomas Taylor Drill.

MEETS HIS FATE. 


Corona Murderer Slain While 
Resisting Arrest. 


Dagger, Revolver and Dyna- 
mite Are Found. 


Dead Bandit Evidently Had 
| Planned Murder. 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
CORONA, March 21.—A startling 
murder occurred here at 9:15 o'clock 
Friday evening when a foreigner by 
the name of Antonio Musoini, alias 
L. Morrie, an IL.W.W. member, shot 


fet and instantly killed George W. La- 


porte, a switchman employed by the 
Santa Fe railway. 

The man was himself shot and 
killed by officers later in the evening. 

Laporte heard unusual noises in 
one of the fruit cars near the pack- 
ing-houge of the Corona Citrus Pack- 
ing Association and upon gaining an 
entrance he was shot twice, dying 
from his wounds about two hours 
later. One shot entered the heart 
and the second shot penetrated his 
left groin. Night Watchman H. C. 
Sherman and Frank Ewing were no- 
tified by D. H. Kathan, who resides 
in the vicinity, and although they 
made @ thorough search of the 
grounds they were unable to find the 
murderer. In the meantime 
Marsha! was busy notifying 
officers around the county and in Los 
Angeles to be on the lookout for the 


slayer. 

Marhal Ramsey, accompanied by 
Officers Ewing and Sherman and Fred 
Baird, made a tour of the country 
roundabout and drove to Prado .to 
inform the officer to be on the watch. 
At this point officers Ewing and 
Sherman were instructed to take to 
the railroad track and walk back to 
Corona in the hopes that the mur- 
derer would be headed off. Marhal 

y was wise in this decision, as 
the officers reached a point about 
one mile west of the city, at about 
12:40, when they heard footsteps. 
They stepped to one side of the track 
and when the stranger was within 
ten feet of the officers he was in- 
formed they were officers of the law 
and instructed to hold up his hands. 
Without warning and without say- 
ing a word the bandit, with his Colt’s 
automatic revolver in his side pocket, 
immediately fired t shots at 
the officers. One shot took effect in 
Officer Ewing's left feg just above the 
knee, while another shot went through 
the sleeve of Officer Sherman. who 
head his left arm extended holding a 
flashlight on the fellow. This fact 
probably saved his life. The third 
shot went. wild. 

Musoini was shot nine times out 
of twelve shots fired by the officers. 
One took effect in the head, another 
through the heart, three In the groin. 
one through the wrist and four others 
in different parts of the body. I 
was evident that he was determined 
to fight it out to the last, as he fired 
another shot after falling to the 
ground. He rolled about eight feet 
down an embankment and was cov- 


-lered by Sherman, who kept after his 


man. 

When searched Musoini had on his 
person twenty-three and one-half 
sticks of dynamite, 100 feet of fuse, 
a box of caps, steel saw, flashlight, 
Colt’s automatic, a new six-shooter 
with a belt filled with cartridges, and 


a dagger. 

Officer Sherman saw that the bandit 
was dead, and immediately went in 
search of Marshal Ramsey, and they, 
together with Deputy Fred Baird, 
went to the scene and made a thor- 
ough search of the ground where the 
shooting took place, and found a cold 
watch and chain and a notebook, 
which contained receipts showing that 
the bandit had purchased ten pounds 
of dynamite, one box of caps and 100 
feet of fuse from the Harper-Rey- 
* of Los Angeles, Febru- 
ary 
Other receipts were for a watch 
that he had purchased, but the receipt 
did not show from whom it had been 
bought. They also found a pocket- 
book containing a small sum of 
money. 

Coroner Dickson of Riverside was 
notified, and had the bodies removed 
to the undertaking pariors of Davis 
The inquest, which was 
held ig morning, showed that Mr. 
Laporte came to his death by gun- 
shot wounds from an unknown per- 
son, and that Misoini met his death 
while resisting arrest. 
From witnesses who were inter- 
rogated regarding the shooting, it was 
learned that Misoini had been em- 
ployed by the Temescal Water Com- 
ny in cleaning a reservoir. Noth- 
ng is known regarding his habits or 
his occupation, but the appearance of 
his hands showed that he was not 
used to hard work, and the officers 
feel that they have put a dangerous 
character out of the way. It is sup- 
posed that he hed «a partner, as 
earlier in the week two men were 
seen on the streets. 
The first of the week Misoin! went 
to the Corona hardware store and 
tried to purchase ten pounds of dyna- 
mite of J. H. Taylor, an employee of 
the store, but Taylor refused to let 
the man have it uniess he could 
identify himeelf. The man went 
away and returned later with a man 
who seemed to be well acquainted 
with the stranger, but Taylor, not 
knowing either of them, refused to 


scrap of paper found in the dead 
pockets indicated that he had 
but recently come from San Fran- 
cisco, and it is thought quite likely 
that a job had been planned for some 
of the smaller towns in the valley. A 
stick of dynamite already connected 
up with fuse and a cap ready for use 
was among the things found on his 
person, and it is probable that he had 
planned to execute some safe oor. 
ing.

OTHER PROJECTS. 

Another project that is said to be 
taking shape as the result of the 
present tunnel agitation is that look- 
ing to the erection of a twelve-story 
hotel on Spring street 
Second. The building is projected by 
the Metropolitan Hotel Company and 
has been leased to Capt. John H. J. 
Cunningham and H. B. McKeon. 
Plans for the contemplated struc- 
ture are now being drawn by Archi- 
tect J. Martyn Haenke. 

The announce that the hotel 
will cover a ground area of 60x150 
feet and that it will be of reinforced 
concrete construction, the street 
front being faced with red 
brick. The plans call for a total of 
close to 300 rooms, with two stores 
and a large lobby on the ground 
story. Construction, it is stated, wil! 
be begun in thirty days, it being the 
intention to have the building ready 
for occupancy by January 1, 1915. 

Planned for immediate construction 
is a five-story fireproof building, to be

Hall on the south. Train & Williams, 
the architects, have designed a struoc-

A project that has already passed 
the merely voreliminary stage is that 
of a syndicate of local materia] men 
to erect a twelve-story hotel build- 
ing a’. the nurthwest corner of Spring 
and Franklin streets, on the old Phil- 
lips block site. This enterprise, like 
that of Davis's at Second and Hill, 
was launched two years ago when 
the tunnel outlook was for a time so 
encouraging. Its projectors declare 
that it is today a live undertaking, 
with strong backing. and that the 
success of the tunnel plans woula 
practically assure its going ahead 
without delay. At present, the proj- 
ect hinges upon the closing of a suit- 
able lease. Lyman Farwell is the 
architect of the contemplated bulld- 
ing and has completed working plans 
for its construction. 

Among the other projects that 
would, according to those best in- 
formed, immediately take a strong 
lease on life, may be mentioned the 
plan of F. O. Engstrum, to build a 
ten-story loft building on Hill between 
Second and Third, a projected ten- 


final squabble of the kind that has 
resulted year after year in abandon- 
ment of the tunnel proceedings by 
the city authorities. Fortunately 
enough, there does not now appear 
to be any prospect of a disagreement 
of this proportion. The city officials, 
from the Mayor down, seem to realize 
the imperative necessity of boring 
tunnels at both First and Second 
streets and for the creation of the 
West First-street boulevard, and to 
its everlasting credit it must be said 
that this time the municipal govern- 
ment itself is taking the lead ir 
working for these great public im. 
provements. 

At this juncture it is unthinkable 
that any faction should plan to stand 
out against a reasonable compromise 
and it is sincerely to be hoped that 
the current rumors that some of the 
advocates of the 120-foot boulevard 
for West First street expect to fighi 
the entire proceedings unless they 
ean have their way are not founded 
on fact. As a compromise, a 100- 
foot boulevard would be about the 
most favorable agreement ever 
reached by factions as widely sepa- 
rated as are those favoring an eighty- 
foot street and those working for 
the 120-foot thoroughfare. 

The very prospect of the tunnels 

served to revive confidence 
throughout the north end. On this 
page of The Times are pictured «a 
number of improvements that have 
been projected directly as the re- 
sult of the agitation for the bores 


Mhrough Bunker Hill. One, and pos- 


sibly two of these structures will be 
immediately, the projectors 
of the others saying that they await 
the successful outcome of the tun- 
nel proceedings before completing 
their final arrangements. A score of 
wealthy north-end owners have been 
putting off substantial improvements 
until they could see whether their 
part of the business district was ever 
to receive common justice from the 
city. The Fact and Comment man 
knows personally of a aozen projects 
of import thet will go ahead the 
moment the tunnels are actually un- 
der way. 
Restore the Balance! 

It stands to reason that the north 
end will again occupy an important 
place in the city’s commercial and 
business life, once the tunnels have 
been completed and put into use. 
Because of the inaccessibility of the 
district to the whole northwest quar- 
ter of the city, a territory of large 
and ever-growing population has been 
forced to squeeze around the western 
edge of Bunker Hill far down into 
the south end of the business area. 
The moment the tunnels are through 
and in use the balance will be re- 
stored and the vast region that ought

region will be pouring its shoppers 
and its workers into the older part

Economidy, who is the wife 
of H. Economidy, the managing edi- 
tor of H Nikh, one of the strong 
Greek magazines of New York City, 
is backed by a movement which is be- 
ing conducted by prominent societies 
of Greece to prevent emigration to 
America.

ORE FREIGHT 
SHED TROUBLE. 


SUBSTITUTE SIDING DOES NOT 
SATISFY OFFICIALS... 


Would Serve Notice on Alta Pilan- 
ing Mill Company that . Uniess 
Proper Material Is Used Entire 
Contract Will Be Revoked and City 
Will Complete This Building. 


More trouble over the building of 
the freight transit shed on Mormon 
Isiand Channel wharf developed yes- 
terday. It appears that the Alta 
Planing Mill Company is using sub- 
stitute siding on this structure that 
is not satisfactory to the Board of 
Public Works and the Harbor Com- 
mission. 

This caused a conference between 
the two boards yesterday and dis- 
cussion of the subject with an attor- 
ney representing the contractors. 
President Woodman of the Harbor 
| Commission said yesterday that so 
‘far as his board is concerned it is in 
favor of having the Board of Public 
Works serve notice on the Alta Pilan- 
ing Mill Company that unless the ma- 
terials called for in the specifications 
are used for the shed siding the en- 
tire contract will be declared can- 
celled, and that the city will proceed 
to do the work by force account. It 
is probable this action will be taken 
tomorrow. 

The Alta Planing Mill Company is 
under bond to have its work on this 
structure completed by January 15. 
The time limit expired more than two 
months ago, and no extensions of 
time were allowed. There is a pro- 
vision whereby the Board of Public 
Works can invoke a forfeiture of 
$100 per day for all time used over 
the time limit. In view of the 
various controversies that have arisen 
between the city officialea and the 
contractors, it is highly probable that 
the forfeiture clause will be invoked. 

Assessment Confirmed. 

The City Council yesterday ap- 
proved the assessment for the im- 
provement of Pasadena avenue from 
Marmion way to York boulevard. 
This improvement provides for the 
acquirement of a parcel of ilend 
needed to widen the avenue at the 
sharp turn in Garvanza. Time for 
protest expired in Friday and no 
protests were filed. The total cost 
of this improvement is $12,889.40. 


Ratifies Bond Sale. 
A formal resolution ratifying the 
sale of $350,000 harbor improvement 
bonds to E. H. Rollins & Sons was 
adopted by the City Council yester- 
day. The City Treasurer reported 
that he has received par value for 
the bonds and $1365 as premium. 
The bonds taken in this purchase are 
those of the longest maturity, run- 
ning from Nos. 20538 to 2486 Iinclu- 
sive. They begin to mature in 1946 
and continue in yearly maturities un- 


til 1952. 


Object to ’Shop Charges. 

The Fire Commission took another 
turn yesterday at the municipal ga- 
rage and machine shop. It expressed 
its disapproval of the charges made 
by the shop to other city depart- 
ments, and particularly the fire de- 


partment. 

The subject came up when a mass 
of bills for work and materials was 
placed before the board. Mayor Rose 
declared that it was unjust to add an 
item of 20 per cent. for overhead 
expenses to all material furnished. 
He deciared that this was done sim- 
ply to make a good showing for the 
machine shop department at the ex- 
pense of other city departments. 

Fire Chief Bley deciared that at 
the rate charges have been made to 
the fire department, he would have 
to make a demand for $60,000 for re- 
pairs on fire apparatus for the next 
fiscal year. 

A resolution was presented by 
Commiasioner Yates protesting 
against the 20 per cent: charge on 
materials furnished the fire depart- 
ment. This will be sent to the Coun- 
cil’s Supply Committee.

BANK GIVES WIDOW TOO MUCH 
MONEY ON NOTE. * 


Now Desires Refund and Goes to 
Court to Get It—Funding Com- 
pany Wins Suit Against Stock Pur- 
chaser—Notorious Litigant Wins 
for Lack of Evidence. 


The suit of the American Savings 
Bank against Mrs. Elva M. Kemp, a 
w dow, on trial before Judge Shenk 
vest. day, grew out of an error made 
by an @nployee of the bank.

Shipwrecked Father. 

To redeem a pledge made a half- 
century ago by @ shipwrecked mariner 
to Indians of the California coast, 
Robert Voight and Robert Wille, lead- 
ing furriers of Cincinnati, are visit- 
ing friends here, preliminary to mak- 
ing their homes in Los Angeles. 

Voight is a son of a pioneer ship- 
per of the Pacific, who, fifty-six years 
ago, whilé operating a line of schoon- 
ers between Southern California and 
South America, was cast away with 
one of his vessels three miles off 
this coast. All aboard were lost, ex- 
cept the elder Voight and a compan- 
ion named Winsler, who swam ashore, 
after an eight-hour battle against the 
stormy sea.

When he yielded to his de- 
Sire to return to civilization, the en- 
tire tribe escorted him a hundred 
miles across country to the ralil- 
road. He promised them he would 
return.

RYAN, THE FAILURE. 

Two things to his credit must be con- 
ceded to Mr. Bryan. He is without doubt 
one of the greatest orators in the world; 
and he does not fear in this age of rell- 
gious snobbery and fashionable atheism 
tw affirm his belief in the Bible and recom- 
mend its study and teaching to the rising 
generation. 


But as a political factor Mr. Bryan has 


been, and in many quarters still is, given 
credit that is not his due. Oratory has no 
place at the council board; it is logic and 
perception, not rhetoric and flowing sen- 
tences, that protect the destinies of the 
nation and shape events to the general 
good. Nor does his religious sincerity pro 
tect him from errors; to be conscientious 
is no assurance against incompetency. 

Mr. Bryan was born under the star of 
fortune, and he has had the perception to 
keep so long and so prominently in public 
attention that at last a great number of 
people began to take seriously the est!- 
mate of himself which he has held and 
propagated. 

He won national recognition while a 
very young man with a flaming speech ad- 
vocating an erroneous cause. The history 
of Bryan’s “free silver” campaign is analo- 
gous to the history of his other activities. 
He has the dangerous gift of eloquence, 
and by eloquence alone he led millions into 
a fanatical advocacy of 16-to-1 bimetallism 
—which Mr. Bryan himself was later to 
repudiate. That one and conspicuous in- 
cident marked him as he is: a spouter, but 
not a thinker—a man who does not deal 
with fundamentals—who considers his ar- 
guments effective when applause is loud.

nation in thé world. Shortly after tak- 
ing office he delivered a woefully impolitic 
and tactless address in favor of home rule 
for Ireland. Next, he painfully humiliated 


the nation by carrying his title of “Secre~ 


tary of State” around on the Chautauqua 
circuit, defending himself with the plea 
that his $12,000 per year salary was in- 
sufficient for his support. Again, by neg- 
lecting the important negotiations under- 
taken with Japan the entire nation was 
subjected to the chagrin of having that gov- 
ernment publish to the world an account 
of Mr. Bryan’s neglect.

UBLIC OWNERSHIP AND HIGH 
TAXES. 

Former President Taft at a banquet of 

the Canadian Club, held in Toronto recently, 


sounded a note of warning to the Canadians 


on public ownership of utilities. He said: 

“Let me warn you to act with care in the 
operation of your great public utilities. 
Public ownership may be all right. I don’t 
know. But I do know that public operation 
of the people’s needs is a mighty dangerous 
thing to dabble with. The business of gov- 
erning bodies and councils is not to operate; 
their business is to attend to the affairs 


which concern them, and they have no right | 


to invest sums of money in utilities while 
more needed things are left in want. Let 
them who think otherwise try it in a small 
way,” he said, “and let them who would 
rush ahead do so and then foot the bill, for 
I warn you again that a high tax rate is 
not a pleasant platform on which to come 
before the electorate.” 

One might almost think that in uttering 
this timely warning to our Canadian friends 
Mr. Taft had Los Angeles also in mind, in- 
esmuch as our City Council is about to ask 
the taxpayers to burden themselves and 
their properties with a bond issue of $6,500,- 
000, of which $5,250,000 is to be used toward 
the building or condemnation of an electric 
power distributing system, neither of whick 
need -be done, as the systems now in use 
can be rented on advantageous terms, secur- 
ing to the city immediate revenue instead 
of involving it in heavy outlay, of which the 
proposed $5,250,000 would only be the be- 
ginning.

There has been a great todo about the 
San Jose farmer who allowed his daughter 
to plow the orchard. The humane officers 
and the Juvenile Court, to say nothing of 
some of the neighbors, all took the matter 
very seriously to heart. 

The farmer, graceless soul, insisted that 
plowing was suitable and desirable work 
for a daughter, ‘and the dear, shameless 
girl actually thought so, too! 

She insisted that she considered plowing 

er ed it and did it 
into the bargain. 

And it transpires that she is a happy, 
young creature, with 
muscles t a lightweight champion would 
not disdain. 

All of which is very disconcerting. Be 
cause, you see, we hardly know whether 
she is a very old-fashioned woman suffer 
ing a premature revival, or a very new 
woman a few years ahead of her time. Cer 
tainly she isn’t just plain modern, for, as 
anyone will acknowledge, the most that a 
modern daughter is expected to do is to 
plow up her mind a little, brush her hair 
a hundred times before going to bed, care- 
fully massage her complexion with an ap- 
proved cream, do a little graceful calisthen- 
ics before breakfast, help mama with the 
bridge parties and dance the tango in the 
ballroom style. 

Work of any kind is regarded as an im- 
position, and hard manual! labor as brutally 
degrading. She may play tennis or golf, 
she may dance, she may sing and, of course, 
it is desirable that she should be able to 
run the auto. But to mow the lawn or dig 
in the garden, to build a fence or plow the 
orchard—oh, brutal, disgusting, of course. 


Traditions die hard and it will probably 
be a long time before women live down the 
“weaker sex” calumny. Yet it would seem 
that men would very soon beconte the weak- 
er sex if their labors were limited to sed- 
entary occupations and ballroom dancing, 
as women’s have been for the past century, 

An outdoor life of wholesome hard work 
very soon restores one’s strength and mus. 
cles to normal, and the slow but ever 
increasing number of athletic girls bears 
evidence to this. Girls like the Sutton sis- 
ters are as strong and muscular as any 
healthy boys; and, should circumstances 
call for it, driving a plow would be child's 
Play toethem. 

And nothing restores one’s outlook on 
life, one’s mental balance, quite so happily 
as hard physical labor. Many a woman of 
my acquaintance, without excogitating the 
psychology of the matter, finds that a day 
of violent house cleaning, moving furniture 
about and beating carpets can dispel a fit 
of the blues more effectually than all the 
so-called pleasures in the world. 


Up till a year ago I weighed about 100 
pounds myself generally gave the im- 
pression of being a fragile little flower. But 
even then I undertook to dig up a lot 50x300 
and I achieved it comfortably in three days, 
digging to the full depth of the fork, too, 
and making a thoroughly good job of it. 

It was a very interesting experience for 
me and I thoroughly enjoyed myself. I 
was working hard in other ways, too, at 
that time, yet I thrived on ft, and indiges- 
tion, headaches, moodiness and such female | 
tribulations have no part in my make-up. 
A few weeks of-social delights will, how- 
ever, very soon put me all out of gear. And 
nothing but a dose of hard labor puts me 
right. 

My remedy for most complaints is to 
work hard and rest hard—be very thorough 
about both of them. After a week or two 
of sedentary work and close association 
with a typewriter I usually discover a 
yearning for violent exercise—a mild round 
of golf doesn’t do. It has to be something 
really strenuous, calling for a genuine trial 
of strength. And if I don’t make a point 
of getting it I can feel the “what’s-the-use,- 
oh,-nobody-loves-me” feeling creeping up in- 
sidiously to undermine my pluck and spoil 
my precious conceit. 

I believe hundreds upon hundreds of 
women feel like this, but they don't pro- 
claim it on the housetops because it is 
still regarded as being not quite nice for a 
woman to be | toyantly strong and healthy, 
capable and rather fond of physical hard 
labor. So those that indulge themselves in 
this improper form of exercise keep the 
dark fact to themselves. And the others 
grow too fat, can’t digest their food, suffer 
from endless headaches, and have acquired 
a breathless waddle before they realize the 
spoliation of perfectly good material] that is 
taking place. 

I know three gentle spinsters in this com- 
munity, much too nice and ladylike and re- 
tiring to have married, who appear as the 
quintessential essence of weak womanhood 
in church on Sundays, but who perform the 
most outrageous forms of hard labor dur- 
ing the week in the sanctity of their own 
homes. They are antieuffragists and hon- 
estly believe that women are men’s infe- 
rior, physically and mentally, and that vot- 
ing is most unwomanly. 

Yet these dear women, having no man 
in the household, chop wood, dig and plant 
the garden, mow the lown, clean out the 
chicken-house, groom the horse, clean the 
buggy, mend the furniture, paint the house 
and a host of other horrid, capable, unwom- 
anly things which they would shudder to 
find famous! And, worse still, they do 
these things so disgustingly well, make such 
first-class jobs of ‘em. . 


We became confidential over the fire a 
few evenings ago and had been discussing 
the San Jose farmer’s daughter. 

“Plowing is really quite easy, dear,” said 
one of my gentle spinsters, softly patting. 
a very womanly treasure, an old lace fichu. 
“You know, once when we were out in 
Antelope Valley the horses were needed to 
go to town, and we girls thought we would 
get on with the plowing while the men 
were gone. We harnessed ourselves up in 
the plow and turned over half an acre of 
land before the men came back in the even-

NEW TRIBES OF INDIANS. 


Explorers in the Amazon Region 

Find Natives That Have Never Be- 

fore Been Visited by White Men. 

{ Washington 
of Indians hitherto unknown 
have been discovered by the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania Amazon expedi- 
tion in regions of Brazil never before 
penetrated by white men, accordiag 
to a letter received at the university 


museum from Dr. Farabee, head of 
the expedition. 

The letter was dated Boa Vista, 
Brazil, which is at thé head waters 
of ordinary navigation on the Ura- 
racuera River, a northern affluent «f 
the Amazon. Dr. Farabee stated that 
his party had just returned from an 
expedition up the Uraracuera River 
to a point much higher than any pre- 
viously reached by white men. 

When finally halted by waterfalls. 
the letter continues, the party pene- 
trated the interior, where the Indian 
tribes were found. The Indians call 
themselves Porocotos, Ajamaras and 
Zapacas. Dr. Farabee made vocabu- 
laries of their languages, took photo- 
graphs and collected many  ethno- 
logical specimens. Archaeological 
specimens of rare interest were also 
found. 

Of great assistance to the expedi- 
tion, the letter states, was a Scotch- 
man found just before the party start- 
ed for the interior. He had married 
an Indian woman. and had lived in 
that region for about twenty-five 
years, becoming familiar with the dif- 
ferent Indian languages. 

For his assistance to the expedition 
the Scotchman declined offers of 
money, and requested only that a set 
of the museum's . latest works cn 
Egyptology be sent him. It was 
learned that In youth he had visited 
Egypt, and was anxious to know of 
the discoveries made there in recent 
years. 

The museum announced upon the 
receipt of Dr. Farabee's letter today 
that the books would be forwarded. 
although officials doubted whether 
they would reach their destination. 

The letter was dated October 7, 
and stated that all members of the 
party were well and were about to 
set out for Guinea to make further 
explorations. 


WIVES OUTLIVE HUSBANDS. 


The Number of Widows in the 

Country Compared With Widowers 

Interests the Insurance C 

{New York Times:] Why are there 
twice as many widows as widowers 


in the United States” 

Is it because widows are more re- 
luctant than widowers to re-enter the 
married state, or does it indicate that 
the wife will outlive the husband?” 

These questions were raised in a 
statement dealing with national mor- 
tality issued by the conservation de- 
partment of the Equitable Life As- 
surance Society, which continued: 

“In 1910 there were 3,176.22 
widows and but 1.471.390 widowers In 
the United States. The census shows 
the astonishing fact that there were 
10.261 widows helew the age of 20 and 
but 1110 widowers. 

To what extent does the fact that 
the average age of fhe husband is a 
little higher than that of the wife ac- 
count for thie’? 

“From the of 20 to 24 there 
were 55,354 widows and but 18,815 
widowers, and the difference continues 
to a merked degree throughout the 
older-age periods. 

“To every 100 widowers there were 
264 widows in 1890, 231 in 1900 and 
215 in 1919. 

“Such statistics as are available 
show that the death rate of husbands 
is higher than that of wives, and it Is 
still higher among widowers.”

PHOENIX (Ariz.) March 19.—All 
the politics thus far tapped in Ari- 
zona is of the Democratic brand and 
ie rather in oversupply, considering 
the earliness of the hour. Gov. Hunt 
seems well entrenched in defending 
his title to the office he occupies, 
but is being assailed with rancor by 
the supporters of other candidates. A 
‘few weeks ago the opposition here 
agreed to support for the office 
George Olney, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee. A few days 
ago there met in Phoenix another and 


smaller assemblage of Democrats, 
who agsumed authority to substitute 


Sutter of Cochise county. But if Ol- 
ney has withdrawn his campaign 
manager is not aware of such action 
and there is talk in administration 
circles that Sutter is favored by the 
larger mining corporations, who con- 
stitute a sort of politica) bugaboo In 
Arizona. A fourth candidate is Dr. 
H. A. Hughes of Phoenix, who has 
prohibition leanings and who is de- 
cidedly anti-administration. 


SENATORIAL FIGHT. 


Ma ith is to have a keen run 
for hig money if he is _ re-elected 
Senator this fall Reese M. Ling, «a 
Phoenix attorney, Democratic na- 
tional committeeman for Arizona, 
representative of the old-line Democ- 
racy, has started after the place. So 
has Alfred M. Franklin, Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of Arizona, 
likewise classed as a conservative. 
Another is Judge Frank J. Duffy of 
Nogales, a ploneer Afizonan of excel- 
lent repute.

Worsley of Tucson. Eugene 8. Ives 
of Tucson, a candidate at the first 
State election, has just announced his 
withdrawal from the Senatorial con- 
test. 


SUICIDE’S IDENTITY. 

All investigation mede by the local 
police authorities newspapers 
has resulted in nothing that would 
more than indicate the identity of 
Madame Arriola, who committed sui- 
cide at the Hotel Adams last Thurs- 
day and who, while occupying the 
position of a cook in a girl's \club, 
sought to establish herself a place 
in local society and who posed at the 
hotel as a woman of large wealth 
seeking investments. It now 
thought that she was preparing for 
a financial stroke that would have 
enabled her to leave well provided 
with funds, for among her effects 
was found a check for $500, signed 
by E. Arriola of San  “Frantisco, 
whom she claimed as her husband. 
The signature of the check has been 
declared a forgery by Arriola'’s fath- 
er, a resident of this city. There 
seems little’ doubt that the woman 
once was known as May Beach. She 
worked for a short time as a cook 
in a Ventura family and had no con- 
nection with Ventura people of the 
same name. 8he claimed to be the 
owner of valuable oil property near 
Ventura. In her effects, which in- 
cluded much god clothing, could be 
found almost nothing that would as- 
sist in identification. 


CONVICTED MURDERERS. 


‘In the State Penitentiary now 
awaiting execution, after conviction 
for murder in the first degree are 
twelve men, none of them in any 
immediate danger, for Gov. Hunt will 
continue to delay execution of the 
sentence in each case until after ex- 
pression of the voice of the people 
at the next general election. An in- 
teresting speculation is whether the 
Governor, with his horror of capital 
punishment, will obey even the voice 
of thé people were he to be re-elect- 
ed this fall and continue in the office 
he now occupies, or whether any suc- 
cessor would care to become responsai- 
ble for the death of a dozen human 
beings in one batch.

CRIME ON 

Of the convicted murderers in the 
penitentiary, five are from the coun- 
ty of Maricopa, where only one in- 
dividual has ever been legally hanged 
for over a period of forty-four years, 


in the ploneer days. According to re- 
ports compiled by the local authori- 
ties, crime has been very much on the 
increase since the coming of State- 
hood, about 48 per cent. more in the 
past two years, compared with the 
preceding tike period. It is claimed 
also that many of the arrests made 
are of fcrmer convicts, paroled from 
the Florence penitentiary, to which 
three paroled men were returned from 
this city a couple of days ago. A 
statement was made that the Sheriff 
is getting into the habit of calling 
upon the superintendent of the State 
prison for identification of all taken 
for serious crimes.

all through the process of the king- :

The question which was asked: 
“Are they few that be saved?” is a 
very common one still. It is, there- 
fore, important that we should care- 
fully observe how the Lord answered 
it. The first matter to be noticed is 
that He did not answer the question 
in any way so as to satisfy curiosity. 
The secret is still a secret. His an- 
swer Was not so much to the question 
the man asked, as to the need which 
he represented; and was directed not 
to the man alone, but to all. The 
Lerd urged men to strive to enter in, 
warning them that many would seek 
to do so, and not be able. Reverting 
to the idea of the return of the Lord, 
He releaved the king of seeking which 
fails to find admission. Seeking which 
is based on casual familiarity, the 
familiarity of men who had eaten and 
drunk in His presence and in whose 
streets He had taught, will not find 
entrance. 

In the manifesto a similar line of 
teaching is to be found, only there ad- 
mission was asked on the basis of 
actual service rendered, and was re- 
fused. The one thing lacking in this 
seeking was that of the Lord’s‘*know!l- 
e¢cge of them. This, of course, means 
that although they were casually and 
superficially familiar with Him, they 
did not know Him. 

What motive moved the Pharisees 
to advice Him to depart and so escape 
from Herod, it is impossible, dogmat- 
ically, to assert. It is, of course, most 
probable that they were eager to be rid 
of Him. At the same time, there can 
be very little doubt that what they 
told Him was true, in view of the 
Lord's reply, and the terms in which 
He spoke of Herod. 

His reference to Herod as “that 
fox"’ was one of unqualified contempt. 
It ie the only such word that ever 
fell from His lips so far as His say- 
ings are recorded in the New Testa- 
ment. The whole story of the dealing 
of Jesus with Herod is one of the 
most solemn in the New Testament. 
That which arrests the attention here, 
however, is that of the calm dignity 
of our Lord's outiook upon His own 


work. He spoke of Himaelf as pro- 
ceeding to do His own work in His 
own time, in spite of all opposition, 


including within His programme His 
death, to which He referred in the re- 
markable words: ‘“The third day I am 
perfected.” In this connection, He. 
broke out into the great lament over 
Jerusalem, which merged into His 
sentence of doom, and ended on the 
note of prophetic hope, which indi- 
coted that there would be a day in 
which Jerusalem would say: “Blessed 
Pp ee cometh in the name of the

OMOSOMO (Taviuni Island)

wealth. He wields a powerful infiz- 
ence over the natives. Some idea of 
the value of his estate may be had 
|\when it is stated that the income 
which Princess Taufa would have re- 
ceived from her share of it amounted 
to more than $15,000 per annum. At 
the time of her death she was receiv- 
ing @ liberal annual allowance, but as 
she was not yet of age, the full in- 
come due her wag not being paid inte 
her hands. 

It was the ambition of Chief Lala 
that his daughter should marry King 
Kandavu of Bau. Kandavu is at the 
head of the surviving royal family of 
the Fiji Islands. But for the fact that 
the islands now a foreign colony 
and are go ed by Great Britain, 
Kandavu would be the ruling monarch 
of the group. He is 36 years of age, 
andl it ig said that ever since he met 
Princess Taufa, several years ago, 
when she was a mere slip of a girl, 
it had been his plan to make her his 
wife. In former years Kandavu 
was possessed of no inconsiderable of- 
ficial power, which the government 
granted him because of the fact that 
he was the hereditary ruler. Besides 
the rents that he was allowed from 
the tribal lands, he was paid an an- 
nual pension of $2500. It is claimed 
tha: he took advantage of his sem!i- 
official position to abuse certain of the 
privileges which the government had 
granted him. This resulted in his pen- 
sion being reduced to $500 per annum 
and a withdrawal of the rentals, which 
amounted to several thousand dollars. 
Notwithstanding these curtailments of 
his emoluments, King Kandavu con- 
tinues to be regarded by the thou- 
sands of natives of the different is- 
lands as the true head of the govern- 
ment. Presents are showered upon 
him, and he lives almost as well as 
he did in the days when he was the 
ebject of governmental financial 


patronage. 

All this is preliminary to an aoc- 
count of Princess Taufa’s life ro- 
mance. Without the introductory re- 
marks her story might be entirely 
misunderstood. Her father decided 
that she should be given an education 
like the daughters of the white peo- 

le, as would befit the wife of King 

davu. In 1903 he sent her to 
New Zealand to be educated at Wan- 
gangui College. She remained eight 
years at that institution. She was not 
only educated in books, but she 
learned many other things during her 
years in school, She well knew the 
arrangements that had been made for 
her to marry King Kandavu. She 
thought long and deeply over the fate 
that awaited her upon her return to 
her bare-footed and bare-bodied peo- 
ple in Fiji. The ways of civilization 
had been inculcated in her during 
? her stay at Wangangui. She abhorred 
returning to the islands of the sea 
and there leading the semi-savage life 
of her people. 

It is not improbable that there was 
another cause for the change that had 
come over her in respect to her views 
of native Fijian life. While at Wan- 
gangui she met in a casual Way & 
young white man, F. B. Clark, who 
was a clerk in an office at Aukiand, 
N. Z. In December, 1911, she finished 
her course in college and left to return 
to her olf home at Somosomo. The 
events that immediately followed are 
best told in the words of Mr. Clark, 
whom I interviewed in Suva. He 
sald: 


“Refore Princess Taufa left Wan- 
gangu! for home, she telegraphed and 
wrote me she was coming to Ackland 
and wanted me to meet Ser there. 


When she arrived tn Aukland I took) 


her to the home of an uncle of mine, 
ts where she remained a short time. She 

then went to Mt. Roskill, where she 
spent a few days with friends. We 
saw a lot of each other. She told me 
she dreaded coming back to fi, be- 
*leause she understood she would have 
to marry King Kandavu. We talked 
the matter over in all of ite phases, 
and came to the conclusion that the 
best way to evade the plans that had 


been arranged for her marriage 

King Kandavu was for her to marry 
me. She readily understood before 
our marriage that I was not to keep 
her in Aukland and that she should 
leave immediately after the ceremony 


until the following boat, but she 
would not consent to this, so she left 
on an outgoing steamship for home a 
few minutes after our marriage. I 
could not get away by that boat, so I 
came on the next one, two weeks later. 
She was at Suva when I arrived, and 
I was granted an audience with her. 
Sfie informed me that her people had 
made an awftl row over her marriage 
to me and that they would not permit 
her to live with me. She said she 
must obey their wishes and remain at 
home with her father. I pleaded with 
her to remain with me, but it was of 
no use: she went back to Somosomo.” 

Mr. Clark was advised by the gov- 
ermment authorities that he would be 
taking hig life in his hands to go to 
Somosomo. It is sald by men here 
who know the character of the Fifian 
well that he would be killed should he 
ever venture onto the Igland of Tavi- 
uni. The father and other relatives of 
the Princess objected to Clark not only 
on the ground that he had upset the 

lans which th had long nurtured 

r making her the wife of King Kan- 
davu, but also that she had violated 
all traditions of the tribe in marrying 
out of the royal family. Other rea- 
sons why the contract was not recog- 
nized were that the girl was not of 
age at the time she was married and 
that consent to the match had not 
been given by her father, as is re- 
quired by tribal law. 

The saddened and unfortunate Prin- 
cess was kept quietly at the home of 
Chief Lala in Somoseme. Mr. Clark 
remained at Suva, 100 miles away. 
Several months ago she was attacked 
with ea serious iliness. She was re- 
moved to the hospital at Suva, sev- 

of her relatives accompanying 
her and keeping close guard to pre- 
vent her husband from having any 
communication with her. She was 
later removed to a sanatorium at Auk- 
land, where she died November 11, 
1913. Her body was embalmed, and, 
after a delay of a few weeks, it was 
conveyed to Suva, where it was placed 
In a vault to await transportation to 
Somosomo. The arrival of the re- 
mains in Suva was made the occasion. 
of a great outpouring of natives. They 
gathered by the hundreds upon the 
wharf and covered the box with grass 
mats and other testimonials of their 
affectionate regard for the departed 
one. Mr. Clark was elso present, but 
he was not permitted 4o participate in 
the ceremony of receiving the body. 

After remaining in a vault at Suva 
for some time, the remains were 
placed on board the government island 
steamboat and brought to Comosomo.

PRINCE OF WIED 
FACES STORMS. 


to Albania’s Ruler. 


His People a Mixture of 
Mortal Enemies. 


Difficult Problem. 


{[A. P, FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE) 

BERLIN, March 1.—Observers of 
Balkan politics see stormy days 
ahead for the Prince of Wied, that 
former major of a German infantry 
regiment, who has been called to 
rule the Albanians. But thirty-eight 
years of age, his life heretofore has 


not touched upon affaires of state nor 
broadened beyond the daily routine 
of an army officer and the social 
prerogatives that attach themselves 
to members of the petty royalty of 
the lesser European principalities.

Each mat represented 
several weeks. Many of them had 
perhaps been carefully guarded 
among the family treasures for years. 
They were all now to be sacrificed in 
affection for the departed princess. 
When the place of interment was 
reach there was presented to view 
a hole in the ground of vast propor- 
tions. It was perhaps twenty feet 
wide by thirty feet long, and ten feet 
deep. The hundreds of mats which 
the women carried were used to line 
this grave. Layer upon layer of them 
were placed upon the bottom and 
around the sides. The casket was then 
lowered into the hole. While this was 
being done a native met with the 
misfortune of slipping into the deep 
pit. He was haul out, although for 
a time it appeared that the old prac- 
tice of burying alive the victim of 
such a mishap might be followed. On 
top of the mats were spread layers 
of tapa cloth of the finest texture. 
Thousands ,of yarda of the valuable 
material were used for this purpose. 
The object in placing the mats in 
the grave was that the princess might 
rest comfortably. The formal relig- 
ious service, which was rendered by 
the Bishop of Polynesia, seemed to 
make very little impression upon the 
natives. They were deeply interested,

I was doomed to fail 
since knew nothing of the laws 
and regulations necessary for my 
thesis. They councilled me to try 
something easily obtained. But I 
went to work and studied. I had six 
months to prepare and J learned then 
what uine soul-racking work 
really I studied under private 
tutors, I attended lectures at such 
courses as I found open to women. 
I took up law. Finally the exam- 
ination came and with three other 
women I was accepted. I felt all 
the time that I should be success- 
ful. I had to be accepted for I felt I 
had the vocation for the mission and 

longed to show my _ sincerity. 

terwards I went seriously into the 
study of law at Paris and under spe- 
cial tutors in different parts of Bu- 
rope. I have the honor of being the 
fifth woman permitted to practice 
law in the courts of France. It al! 
seems very easy here compared with 
what is required in older countries. 
Women who wish to step from the 
traditional ways must prove their 
mettie before being admitted into the 
ranks of serioug professions. 

“My mission is to study the condi- 
tions under which women perform 
the labor required of them. Fach 
industrial center of France must 
make « report and the inspector then 
goes to verify the statements. It 
makes a round of constantly changing 
duties and is satisfying to the last 
degree. I have been honored by the 
scquaintance of al] those in this 
country who ere concerned in the 
framing of industrial laws and who 
are intrusted with industrial educa- 
tion. I have found much to admire 
and much to learn. Many g00d 
points, which combined with the 
many excellent features of the French 
system, makes me assured that my 
sojourn in this country has been to 


good pu . 

Mile. de la Ruelle suggests that ifn 
some ways the charge of superficiality 
may be | ed against the American 
system, and this she believes is main- 
ly because the workers are political 
appointees and not vocational work- 
ers. 


“Tf I have gathered one truth out 
of my delving for it in so various a 
circuit,” she said, “it is that for na- 
tional prosperity, happiness and well 
being vocational training offers the 
key to open the door. In France we 
are studying this patiently, almost 
acutely. We are trying every sclu- 
tion and experimenting with all that 
seemingly offers the formula. One 
properly trained sealous worker in 
any field is worth a dozen clumsy 

f-hearted ones. All over our be- 
loved land we are endeavoring to ex- 
cite interest in this new solution, to 
prepare the boy and girl for the work 
each ie best fitted by nature to ac- 
complish. We hope to avoid misfits 
in fe, with their attendant train of 
evila, discontent, idieness, later per- 
haps crime. ,It is needless to state 
that each the tact, 
talent, knack, call it what you will, 
to perform one kind of labor better 
than others. Beginning in_ the 
primary grades, the teachers are to 
observe and to aseért the boys and 
girlies in classes according to their bent. 
When they have passed through the 
intellectual training, then we aim to 
provide all with a life work to train 
them to be happy, independent and 
content—-to love their work and to 
Go it bravely, diligently, faithfully. 
This is the secret of a happy people. 
This is the eweapon with which to 
combat unrest, socialism in its dan- 
gerous forms and the social upheaval 
implied in the term of the new 
woman.”

vocational training for American 
school children and in some 
States where the laws are in full 


operation, she made frequent visits to 
see them in actual practice. One of 
the delightful episodes of her sojourn 
here was her reception by the Civic 
Federation of which Mre.

WOMEN IN ENGLAND. 

Iaws of the Empire Leave Her 

Where She Was Three Hundred 

Years Ago. 

{Boston Transcript:] Women can- 
not practice law in the courts of 
England. This doctrine was recently 
affirmed by the Court of Appeals, 
which decided against Miss G. -M. 
Bebb in a suit which she had brought 
against the Law Society and in which 
she claimed the right to practice as 
a solicitor. The Master of the Rolls 
said that 300 years ago Lord Coke 
had expressed the view that women 
could not be attorneys, and so far as 
this case was concerned, the Master 
of the Rolle said he decided it on the 
ground that, at the date of the — 
of the solicitors’ ac f 18438 there 
was a disability on th 
to be attorneys. 

The act had not destroyed the pre- 
existing disability. He disclaimed any 
right to legislate in the matter. No 
doubt many women, and in particelar 
the present applicant, were in educa- 
tion, intelligence and competency 
superior to many candidates who 
would come up for examination. But

DESIGN IS CLASSIC. 

The site for the High School has not 
as yet been definitely decided upon, 
but the people of Van Nuys are de- 
termined that it shall be in the most 
desirable location possible and that it 
shall be large enough to insure am- 
ple space for future buildings as 
they are required. ‘The plans of the 
architects for the structure just au- 
thorized by the voters call for a 
handsome building of classic style 
and of brick or concrete construction. 

The structure will be two stories 
in height, 215 feet wide and of iIr- 
regular depth, runging from forty to 
ninety feet. Provision is made for 
twelve class-rooms, offices for the 
principal and teachers, rest-rooms for 
teachers and girl pupils, laboratories 
for physics, chemistry and agricul- 
ture, lecture-rooms, a domestic sci- 
ence department, a commercial de- 
partment,, gymnasiums for boys and. 
girls and an auditorium having a 
seating capacity for 900 and possess- 
ing a fully-equipped stage. The buila- 
ing will be heated by steam and will 
be modernly appointed throughout. 

With its white wall surfaces and 
red tile roof, the structure will not 
only be the most conspicuous archi- 
tectural landmark in Van -.Nuys, but 
one of the most imposing buildings 
of tts kind in Southern California. 
The central entrance portico will be 
the dominating feature, 


In discussing the High School en- 
terprise yesterday, Nathan F. Smith, 
supervising principal of the Van 
Nuys district, said: “There will, of 
course, be the usual courses itn the 
languages, history and mathematics. 
{t is the aim of the board of 
tees and of the epmmunity, h am 
to make the ac 1 distinctive in that 
things of first importance will be put 
first in the plan of instruction.

SQUANDER MILLIONS IN 
GOVERNMENT LINES. 


Building of Railroad Un 


der Auspices of State, in 


Canada, Results in Greatest Graft in History of Pol- 
itics in America and in Enrichment of Favored Con- 


tractors Who Did Not Do 


a Stroke of Work. 


‘(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE.) 


TTAWA (Can.) March 17.—Gov- 
() ernment ownership and super- 
vision of the construction of rail- 
roads has received a great but not 
unexpected setback in Canada owing 
to the exposure of the greatest graft 
in the history of politics in Canada. 
A transcontinental railroad, a large 
section of which has been built u. 
‘er the auspices of the government 
and which it was first estimated 
would cost $61,415,000, will necessi- 
tate an expenditure of $234,000,000, 
a discrepency of not less than §173,- 
000,000, 
This scandal has developed in con- 
nection with the building of the 


transcontinental road which is to 
form a part of the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific system. This enterprise, now 
proved to have been punctured with 
graft, was started mainly through the 
efforts of Sir Wilfrid Laurier when 
that statesman was FPrime Min- 
ister of Canada. The government 
insisted on directing the work. It 
did not give the Grand Trunk a free 
hand. Had it done s0 millions on 
millions might have been saved to 
the people. Because of the amazing’ 

bility and graft under govern- | 


ment supervision $40,000,000 was 
squandered on the western section 
alone. 


The blame attaches not to the pres- 
ent Borden government but to the 
previous administration. Borden, 
when in opposition, opposed many of 

plans of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
Soon after coming into office Borden 
had a comniission appointed to in- 
vestigate the construction of the 
transcontinental railway and that 
committee has just made a report re- 
vealing inconceivable squandering of 
the people's money. It is shown that 
the Grand Trunk Railroad Company 
directed the attention of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier to the fact that the National 
Transcontinental Commission could 
save money by cancelling contracts 
which had not been lived up to and 
by asking for new bids, but the ad- 
vice of the experienced men of the 
privately-owned road was not taken. 
The government wanted a national 
transcontipental rallroad and the 
country now has to pay a huge price 
for it. 4 
UNSAVORY FACTS AND FIGURES. 

When it was found that an abnor- 
mal discrepancy existed between the 
estimates made by the late Laurier 
government and the actual figures 
regarding the cost of the national 
railroad the Borden government ap- 


pointed a commission to look 
thoroughly into the matter. This 
commission consisted of George 


Lynch-Staunton, an eminent Canadian 
barrister, and F. P.-Gutelius, mana- 
ger of the Canadian government 
railroads. Very shortly after the 
commission began to dig into the 
matter unsavory facts and figures 
were disclosed. Now the ful! re- 
port, submitted to Parliament, shows 
that on this national BState-directed 
enterprise. there has been wanton 
prodigality. Money was thrown to 
contractors friendly to the govern- 
ment and: squandered on needlesas ex- 
travagances, just as might be ex- 
pected when the State takes to bulld- 
ing’ a road. 

it is admitted in Ottawa, where 
people are not unfamiliar with graft, 


of extravagance, and worse than ex- 
travagance, which is staggering. The 
way in which sums aggregating mil- 
lions of dollars were literally taken 
from the public treasury and handed 
toe favored contractors astonished 
even those who are somewhg® ac- 
customed to the methods used in 
building up a party machine in Can- 
ada. The report of the commission 
is one long tale of extravagance. It 
shows that public money was spent 
in the most reckless fashion. 


PRETENTIOUS SCHEME. 


The National Transcontinental 
Railroad was launched ten years ago 
as a State enterprise which was to 
be a monument to the sagacity and 
statesmanship of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
It was a pretentious scheme. Sir 
Wllfrid, in his enthusiasm, said the 
total sum which the government 
would have to pay would be only 
between $12,000,000 and $13,000,000 
“and not a cent more.” Finance 
Minister Fielding estimated the cost 
would be $61,415,000. By the end 
of the present year $161,000,000 will 
have been expended, exclusive of in- 
terest charges, and it is estimated 
the total cost will »# $234,000,000, 

The report of the investigating com- 
mission discloses what is called “a 
public scandal of great and alarming 
lproportions. It arises from wanton 
and unrestrained extravagance in the 
construction of the line, of reckless 
expenditures, of huge rakeoffs and of 
lax and indifferent supervision by the 
late government, if it can be credited 
with supervision at all. The commis- 
sioners went to the bottom of things. 
They traveled over every mile of the 
road, inspected every cutting, ex- 
amined every contractural agreement 
or subcontract, heard a great deal of 
a and the result speaks for 


SCANDALOUS WORK. 


After the late Laurier government 
succeeded in getting the approval of 
Parliament for its National Transcon- 
tinental Railroad it appointed a 
Transcontinental Railway Commission. 
The members were political ap- 
pointees. Not one had experience in 
or knowledge of railroad construc- 
tion. The report of the investigating 
commission brings out the following 
scandalous facts: 

The standard of the road was de- 
cided without regard to its suitability 
for the country which it was to serve 
and without any intelligent estimate 
of the business which it could le- 
gitimately be expected to develop. 

Eleven contracting firms secured all 
the contracts and sublet them to 100 
subcontractors, who, if the methods 
of inviting tenders had been just and 
right, would have bid first hand. In 
this way much money went as rake- 
offs to favored contractors. The 
eleven contractors were paid no less 
than $8,800,000 for work they sub- 
let to others. Two brothers, friendly 
to the government, pocketed In this 
way a rake-off of 10 per cent. on a 

7,500,000 contract, or $750,000 tn all. 

The late President Hays of the 
Grand Trunk, who was lost with the 
Titanic, urged the government to can- 
cel this contract and call a new one, 
which could have been secured at less 
eost, but the government declined and 
thus allowed the contractors to make 
three-qUarters of a million dollars on 
a contract on which they did no con- 
stryction work at all.

Contractors were overpaid at least

contractors for excessive “overbredk.” 
In other words, where excessive quan- 
titles of earth and rock were blasted 
out the removal of the whole amount 
was paid for. It is customary to blow 
out not more than 20 per cent. above 
the desired excavation, but the Ca- 
nadian National Transcontinental con- 
tractors took no chances. In some 
cases, when biasting, they brought 
down whole hilisides and were paid 
in Bog for removing the mass of ma-

Not a man on the board 
ad any technical knowledge about 
railroad building. 

“We find that, without tncloding the 
money which wae unnecessarily ex- 
pended in building the railway east 
of the St. Lawrence River, $40,000,000 
at least was needlessly expended in

The late Laurier ‘government 
jumped headlong into this railroad 
scheme, and the result is what might 
have been expected. It is now fe- 
called that it was warned at the time 
by no leas a person than the Minister 
of Rallwaya, the late Hon. 4. G. Blair, 
who resigned from the Laurier Cab- 
inet when he found that the govern- 
ment was determined te on 
the work.

In the Amur River Country There 

‘Meas of Great Fertility. 

[New York Sun:) A recent traveler 
in the Amur River country speaks of 
wonderful possibilities 


The whole coun- 
ty appeared fine and promising. 


There are wide plaina, wholly uncul- 


tivated, on which grows excellent 
grass, about three fect high. of fine 
texture. These plains, it is estimated, 
would support millions of sheep or 
cattle. The soll is of good quality 
and of a deep black. 

In the gardens and plantations 
where settlements have arisen beauti- 
ful crops of all descriptions were to 
be seen——-wheat, barley, oats and po- 
tatoes in abundance. Through the last 
600 miles to the sea the country is one 
expanse of splendid forest, both on 
Russian and Chinese territory. In 
every mountain gully there were Chi- 
nese prospectors seeking gold. A 
hundred million people could be set- 
tled in this white man’s country. 

Easily navigable, the Amur provides 
@& great natural highway for traffic 
from. end to end, It is strange that 
neither the Chinese on the south nor 
the Russians on the north appear to 
have made any serious effort to de- 


velop the resources of the country. 


The Russians are adopting strong 
measures to prevent the advance of 
Chinese on this territory, but as yet 
Chinese are to be seen everywhere.

(Consular Reports:] A profit and 
loss account of the strikes of the last 
ten years, prepared from government 
returns, supplemented by details fur- 
nished by trade union leaders in the 
Principal industries, show that the 
loss to organized workers alone from 
stoppages of work due to disputes of 
all kinds in the United Kingdom has 
been equal to $84,741,000 in wages, 
not to speak of a vast sum spent in 
strike pay, Against this, the net gain 
In wages resulting from disputes is 
returned at $13,209,000, leaving a net 
lows of $71,631,000.

SENATE’S RICHEST MAN 
BEGAN WORK AS A COOK. 


“Uncle” Isaac Stephenson Never Borrowed a Dollar 

in His Life—Never Accepted So Much as a Cigar Un- 

less He Meant to Pay It Back—Claims No Man Can 
. Beat Him on Memory of Dates and Names. 


Isaac Stephenson, 


, The richest man in Congress. 


ASHINGTON, March 15.—Dur- 

ing the first hour of the inter- 

view Isaac Stephenson, said te 
be the richest man in the Senate, 
stood up. 

Twice he took snuff from a round 
Sliver box which he caches in his 
‘breeches pocket—a delicate pinch on 
each occasion, a surreptitious pinch, 
it might be said, which he inhaled 
almost unnoticeably. 

Half way through the second hour 
the radiator near him having grown 
uncomfortably warm, Isaac Stephen- 
gon looked backward, saw a _ chair 
and, as a matter of habit, sat down. 
His standing and his sitting in the 
manner here related are only inter- 
because isaac Stephenson is 

5 years old. His generation is in 
its tomb while he is up and walking 
around. Manifestiy his unusuality its 
also elsewhere than in his multi- 
millions, his political distinction and 
his propensity to buy and seil. 

A hearty man from New Bruns- 
wick comes in. “I hope you are well 
teday, Uncle Isaac,” he says in eager 
salutation. 

“IT hed lived a long time and was 
ready to die when that gray-headed 
old fellow was born,” Senator Steph- 
enson observes in visible pride to the 
interviewer. 

Reference is made to an ancient 
Canadian dead and gone out of the 
memory of even his own venerable 
neighborhood. “I had a prize fight 
with him when I was 12 years old,” 
Senator Stephenson é@ays to his New 
Brunewick caller. “The referee, «a 
much larger boy, threatened to slug 
us under the ear and knock us down 
if we didn't stand up and fight like 
men. Everybody fought itm those 
days, old and young.” 


“A merry practice brougat over, 
from the north of Ireland,” the New 
Brunewicker .rémarkse -under hia 


breath to the interviewer. 
Roughly sketched, Senator Steph- 
enson is a plain, friendly person, tall, 
and of slender structure, with biue 
and an abundance of hair. Fa- 
Slaily, but not otherwise physically, 
he bears some resemblance to Jos- 
h G. Cannon. He shows no pride 
his achievements. “My boys,” he 
gays, meaning his managers and 
young partners, “are able, steady and 
eenscientious workers. have al- 
ways been fortunate in picking out 
my sssistants.” 
SLEPT ON SNOW MANY TIMES. 
A patriarch coming into the twen- 
tleth century from the back ages, he 
remains @ man of ection and wants, 
as he phrases it, to marcn in the 
on. The sweep of life, he 
knowledges, cannot be changed. 
erefore he goes along witheut la- 
mentation. Now and then, however, 
he draws a picture of the past simply 
es a matter of history and not as « 
from a gloonty Jeremiah. 
such occasions he sometimes be- 
comes didactic, the arrogance of ex- 
nee making him preceptorial. 
“Riding to the White House one} 
Gay with Senator Fietcher,” he said 
to me, “we began talking about 
cold weather. I told him I had slept 
on the snow hundreds of nights in 
the woods of Michigan and Wiscon- 
Couldn't build « fire. All that 
could do was to roll up in my 
et. 


“Next morning it occurred to me 
that Senator Fietcher, an able man, 
but living in Fiorida all his iife, 
where there is only frost once in ten 


ears or so, couldn't realize that

In April, 1832—I was 3 on the 
lsth of June—the four children in 
our family were down with the 
measies. My mother put a new log’ 
on the fire, tucked us snugly in our 
beds, and said she would go up the 
road a short distance to see Mrs. Day, 
who was sick. 

TWO INDIANS WITH A DEER. 

“When she returned I was out- 
doors walking barefooted in the 
snow. She ran forward, took me in 
her arms, and with tears streaming 
down her face, hurried into the 
house. She dried and. rubbed my 
feet before the fire, and, warming me 
all through, put me back in bed. No 
harm came of that experience, let me 
say. 

“I remember exactly what my 
mother said and how she looked. 
She was a Murray, born in England. 
Some of the Murrays emigrated to 
America and some didn’t. Murray 
Hill, in New York, a farm in their 
day. was named after those who set- 
tled on Manhattan Island, Robert 
Murray, my mother’s cousin, and 
Alexander Hamilton, were the law- 
vers who tried the first newspaper 
libel suit ever brought in this coun- 
try. 
“But I was talking about my recol- 
lection of early events,” Senator 
Stephenson went on to say. “No one 
anywhere has a better memory than 
I have for places, names, and dates. 
During the same year, 1832, two In- 
dians stopped .at our house with a 
live deer tied to a sied. The deer was 
a present for old Mother Grainey, a 
smart woman aud sort of a queen 
among the aborigines. I can see the 
deer now and the two Indians. That 
spring, I was 3 years old in June, 
bear in mind, we moved twenty miles 


away. I remember all about the 
journey and even the color of the 
horees.” 


“An inherited gift,” I interrupted. 

“Partly,” Senator Stephenson an- 
swered, “and partiy an acquired 
habit. I never make a memorandum 
—never write anything down. A 
banker doesn’t know much away 
from his books and papers. .It is well 
that he doesn’t. I'd hate to have a 
man run my bank out of his head. 
Rut with me it is different. I am 
conducting my own business. 

“T used to drive forty or sixty miles 


between logging camps. Supplies 
were needed at each. My  hande 
were so numb witn cold that iI 


couldn't hold a pencil, let alone write. 
I had to remember item by item all 
thet I was told—sied bolts of various 
lengths and so on. For twenty-nine 
years I went fishing up the Meno- 
minee River. There were never more 
than forty-three persons in the party 
and never less than thirty-one—boys 
and guests.

Thought of 
matches, and the quantity, and fish- 
hooks, of course. Bo it was from sea- 
son to season for twenty-nine years 
without a break big or little in the 
record.” 

“Te tt true,” I inquired, “that you 
were once a cook in a lumber camp?” 

“That wes in the summer of 1840 
—seventy-four years ago. I was 11, 
and am not bragging about the qua'l- 
itv of the cooking. My father was a 
centract logger in New Brunswick, ! 
went up the St. John River with 
fourteen men. We traveled in ca- 
noes. So began my personal work in 
the forests. 

“About thet time, or a little later, 
T came to the notice of Jofferson Sin- 
clair, the Napoleon of all lumbermen 
the world over, then and since. He 
had been operating in Maine. I was 
an active bey. Sinclair took a fancy 
to me and I accompanied him to 
Rangor, which was his home, where 
I sent to school for a year. Sinclair 
made me a member of his family 
and always called me ‘son.’ 

“In 1845 we moved to Milwaukee, 


going across the Great Lakes in a 
selling vessel, carrying our coods 
with us. Onr tin bathtuh was the 


first to be taken into the Northwest. 


walked down the gangplank to the 
dock in the morning at & o'clock and 
went to the City Hotel. 

“The next day was Thursday the 
16th. Simawlair and I drove ou: isto 
the couniry and looked around. We 
returned to Milwaukée on day, 
which was Sinclair's birthday. He 
was 48 years old. His purpose in e: 
ine west was to engage in the lumber 
business. He took more moaey into 
Wieco:rin than had any o‘her men 
up t» that time. 

HOW SIN IR CURED HIM. 


“Bet in the “spring of 1846 ho put 
out 400 acres of wheat on 4 rock 
prairie farm near Janesville. I broke 
130 acres myself. Sinclair didn't 
need my help, but he believed in 
bringing up boys and girls to work 
and he kept me moving as a taatter 
of discipline. i thank him for his 
training in that respect. Labor is the 
ergs blessing ever civen to man- 

ind. . But I am not & \.g¢ Into that 
subject just now. 

“Sinclair always me to 
with him. I though, cowever, that I 
should like to be a sailor. re old 
man didn't say much, but toward the 
close of the season he got me a place 
before the mast on a sailing vessel in 
Lake Michigan. I have always be- 
lieved that he hed some private ar- 
rangement with the captain. At all 
events, | was kept on deck, well for- 
ward, and almost froze to death. The 
treatment was successful, though 1 
didn't lose interest in ships, and not 
a great while afterwards owned a ves- 
sel carrying lumber to Chicag)> and 
bringing merchandise back. 

“The wheat crop was only a make- 
shift with Sinclair. Lumbering was 
the serious business of his life. It 
caused him, as I have said, to settle 
in the northwest. While the wheat 
was growing he explored the wowds. 
Also he came into relations with Dun- 
lel Wells, Jr.. who was a Maine man 
himeelf.” 

“And Who, dying at last,” I said 
“left $17,000,000 7" 

“Though I am the chief executor of 
his estate,’ Senator Stephenson warily 
anewered, “I never counted the niil- 
lions going to his heirs. Wells was 
a financier,” Senator Stephenson con- 
tinued, heediess of the interruption, 
“while Sinclair was an outdoo man, 
practical, untiring and wise. He could 
read a stretch of timber land as 
though it were a newspaper or a book. 

“I was trained by Sinclair, going 
with him into the woods, driving a eix- 
ox team, learning how to judge stand- 
ing pine, and to sell it after it was cut 
down and run through the mill. 8in- 
clair wanted to keep me. Maybe he 
was a little selfish In that respect. 


HOW HE GOT HIS MILLIONS, 


“I realized, too, that my association 
with him did me a geat deal of guod., 
It gave me standing with other lum- 
bermen. I had fifteen or twenty good 
offers to go into business before I came 
of age. In time I got into logging on 
my own account. Then I bought pine 
land. Little by little I expanded my 
operations.” 

“Did you think in those days that 
you would become a multi-million- 
aire?” 

“One could travel a week during my 
youth before finding a man who was 
worth $10,000, and when such a inan 
was found people pointed him out as 
a human curiosity. Ten-thousand- 
dollar men were scarcer in those times 
than are $10,000,000-men now.” 

“Is the day of big fortune-making 
over fh this country?” 

“No. There have always been rich 
men and poor men, and there always 
will be. Divide all the property m 
United States this week and a 
year hence there will be rich men and 
poor men just as before. Rich men 
are necessary to society, and so are 
poor men. Rich men, or thelr chii- 
dren, become poor and poor men be- 
come rich. It is an endless process of 
change, and has been going on *ver 
since the dawn of civilization. 

“Thrift can't be legislated into the 
hearts and minds of human beings. 
Nor can industry. Some men are am- 
bitious to get ahead and are willing 
to work out their destinies. Other men 
don’t care, or, if caring, not to that 
degree which calls for self-dehial and 
unremitting toil. 

“I hope that I am not an old fogy. 
I don't feel like one no matter what 
[am called. One can’t stop the cur- 
rent that is sweeping on. The man 
who tries to do go will be drowned 
and his body will be cast back upon 
the shore. That I know, but 1 can 
properly tell what I have seen and 
what I see now. We aay that living 
lis dear. The books in my office at 
home, going back for more than sixty 
years, are a denial of the statement. 
Living is not dear. The trouble is 
that we Americans are dear livers. 


WOMEN WALKED TO MARKET. 


“I remember when the merchant's 
wife made her own dresses of calico. 
Marinette, wh@re I have lived for fif- 
ty-six years, now has 17,000 inhabi- 
tants, electric lights and street cara. 
Women ride downtown for a spool of 
thread. The t«lephone, too, has in- 
creased household expenses. Wives 
used to walk to their butchers and see 
their roasts trimmed and weighed. 
They telephone the order these days. 
A man and a team deliver it, Maybe 
the roast is short in weight. 

“Now [Tam not complaining. I am 
merely explaining. I hope I am a pro- 
gressive man. But my eyes are goad 
enough, though I am $5 years of age, 
to read the dial on the steam gauge of 
modern life and to note that a great 
deal of coal is burning under the Boil- 
ers. I don't want the country to stop 
where it is, but to go on. Neither do 
I want to think that there is grave 
trouble ahead. The eternal truth re- 
mains that man cannot accumulate 
property unless he works and saves 
what he earns.” 

“What would you do were you 21 
years old?” 

“I would look sround for some- 
thing that seemed promising and. hav- 
ing decided on an occupation, I would 
stick to it. Sticking to it is the first 
step by which tb reach success. I 
would be economical and I would try 
to be intelligent. I would never ac- 
cept a favor unless I meant to pay it 
back. If a man gives me a cigar, I 
am not comfortable untj! I give him 
one in return. It was so with my 
brother, Samuel M. Stephenson, who 
eerved in Congress for six years, from 
Michigan. 

“Samuel and myself always pre- 
ferred to give dinners rather than to 
eecept them. Yet, I dislike to eat 
elione. I want plenty of people at 
the table. It ie hard to take lunch by 
myself in the Senate. So I always in- 
vite somebody to go along. It's a 
favor to me when a colleague accepts 
the invitation. Another’ § thing: I 
have never borrowed a dollar in my 
life, and therefore have never signed 
mv name to a promissory note. When 
the I. Stephenson Company needs a 
little ready monev, I lend it to them 
out of my own funds. I never had a 
personal lawsuit until recently, when 
one of the boys in my Washington 
office sued me for a sum he said } 
ewed him.” 

NO FAITH IN MEDICINES. 


“How can one live tu be 85 years 
old and asetill enjoy life?” I asked. 

“Hard work outdoors is the best 
advice I know of,” Senrgor Stephen- 
son replied. “Work keeps people 
alive. Speaking of myse¥, I have 
never been a hearty eater. It is bad 
to put more fuel on the fire than can 
be economically consumed. I have 
used medicine with judgment. In my 
memoirs I will y that for twelve 
vears at Marinette we were entirely 
without preachers, doctors, and law- 
vers, and got along very well, al- 
theugh a preacher might have done 
us good and no harm.

SHUT THE FINANCIAL DOOR. 


The Income Tax Collection Scheme 
Wil Put an End to Foreign In- 
vestments in American Securities. 
{Philadelphia Ledger:] Ever hear 
a Frenchman talk when he was ex- 


cited? You were impressed by the 
genuineness of the excitement— 
seemed to be the real article for ex- 
citability, didn’t it? 


Multiply the excitement of ene by 
420,000 and you approximate the con- 
dition now existing in France as the 
sequel to letters just received from 
Philadelphip. Sacre bieu! 

It’s all about the income tax ef 
which, no doubt, you have heard un- 
til you ere weary. But heres a 
brand new kink. 

Maybe you do or maybe you do 
not recall that one of A. J. Cassatt's 
master strokes was when he sold 
$60,000,000 of Pennsylvania Rallroa 
bonds in Paris a few years ago. 

No bond was of a higher denomina- 
tion than $1000 and the great part 
of them was only $190. The dig 
French banks sold these bonds—there 
are 420,000 pieces—to large and smal) 
investors all over the republic. 

The United States cannot collect a 
tax from these French investors, but 
in order that the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road shall keep its own record clear 
it must get from every French owner 
of these 420,000 different bonds a 
signed statement. As the interest is 
paid every six months the labor is 
multiplied by two every year. 

1 was talking yesterday with Mr. 
Rhoads, vice-president and treasurer 
of the Girard Trust Company, which 
is trustee for those bonds. He said 
it would take a couple of their clerks 
working steadily all year to look after 
those French investors. ‘ 

Every bond ts still owned abroad, 
not one of them having been sold 
back to the United States in the sev- 
en years or so since they were is- 
sued. 

It seems evident that although the 
French will not pay a tax on these 
and other American aecurities, the 
mere fact that they are obliged to 
sign tax exemption statements will 
tend to render such securities less 
popular in Europe in the future and 
especially with the peasant class of 
investor, which is very large in 
France.
